Washington, June 4 'JP)—A hint 


of new union concessions toward 
settlement of the threatened mari- 
time strike on June ib came today 
from President Joseph Curran of 
the CI.O.'s National Maritime Un- 
ion.

TRADE AND TARIFFS 


The American people are so busy with strikes 


and speeches that they are not yet stirred by the 
arrangements that are being made in The loan and 
trade n^re^mpnts afToc'irj; thrir s'sndar'J of liv- 
ing. As a matter of fact, so much is actually being 
arranged in the economic field that we know noth- 
ing about, that some day we shall wake up to 
discover the consequences of our lack of knowledge 
and vigilance. 


Stated simply, this is the situation that faces 


us: 
The cost nf production in the United States 


is based upon DIP wagt scale; tiip American wage 
scale is so high that our products are practically 
non-competitive in world markets. The practical 
question is whether SI.00 an hour goods can com- 


ix enough advantage in superior know-how and 
efficiency to make up the difference: whether the 
socialized nations will not use our money, the 
credits we extend to them, to fight us in world 
markets. 


Yet, 
it is the policy of this Administration to 


reduce tariffs substantially, our own and every- 
body <-hf''s. 
As the Uniu-cl States is the principal 


world market into whifh (-very country .seeks to 
pour not only surplus but as much goods as possible, 
it is doubtful whether it matters much if other 
countries reduce their tariffs; but it will definitely 
affect our standard of living and our wage scale 
ultimately, if our tariffs are so reduced that 
Czechoslovakia can. for instance, send shoes to our 
land in a torrent of cheapness. 


To nffsr-t reduction of tariffs, we demand that all 


preferences be eliminated, but how is that possible 
when so many countries in Europe are tied into 
the Soviet economy? The very word, preference, is 
intended to relate to the British Empire, but we 
fire as much concerned with Germany and Man-

It is an amazing 
picture that Soviet Russia, as a political body, is 
violently anti-Peron in the Argentine, but as a 
business organization, it is setting up trade arrange- 
ments which strengthen Peron. 
Business is busi- 


ness. And when governments engage in business, 
business is also politics. And in a socialized world, 
it is altogether impossible to know when it is busi- 
ness and when it is politics. 


The French loan is a case in point. From a 


business standpoint, it is impossible to justify the 
loan. If a private banker accepted the kind of se- 
curity the Treasury of the United States has ac- 
cepted from France, no bank examiner would pass 
the bank as sound. Obviously, the loan is political.. 
It is designed to tie France into the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Alliance which exists as a political, economic 
and military reality. France is willing to accept 
the flirtation rmd its consequences. 
It is business 


and politics. We shall have to take goods in pay- 
ment for that loan. Of course, we shall take 
from 
France 
fancy perfumes, 
wines, dresses, 


tourisme and all sorts of luxuries. But shall we 
take steel from Great Britain, machinery from the 
Skoda works, chemicals, in due course, from Ger- 
many?

WHY A TWO-MONTH POST CARD BILL? 


Cost of Service Appreciably 


Two-month post card billing was adopted as a war 


measure to conserve paper and manpower. This obvious- 
ly resulted in a reduction in the cost of the operation. 
The saving was small, however, by comparison with 
other increased costs of operation experienced by the 
company in common with all business ond industry. In 
spite of an overall increase in costs, the company reduc- 
ed its total charges for electric service during the war, 
and at the first of this year made a further reduction 
in anticipation of the tax relief applicable in 1946. Such 
rate reductions during the past four years aggregate 
$281,000 Der year and take into rr>n«?H*»rrtt;r>« *K« «^«^ 
ings due to our present billing practices. The great ma- 
jority of our customers share in this saving which 
averages $3.37 per year per customer served. This 
amount is approximately equivalent to the monthly bill 
of the average residential electric customer. 


If the expensive practice of rendering bilfs monthfy 


and in envelopes is restored, the customers will even- 
tually have to pay the increased cost, which we estimate 
would be $130,000 a year, or $1.55 for each customer 
served. This cost is not now included in the company's 
rates, and if incurred, must necessarily limit the ability 
of the company to further reduce its rates. 


Additional Savings to Custom** 


Aside from enabling the company to reduce its rates, 


the two-month billing plan results in further savings to 
the customer. In the case where the customer pays his 
bill by mail, at least an additional forty-eight cents per 
year will be saved. This amount will include six checks 
or money orders costing at least thirty cents and post- 
age of eighteen cents. In the cose where the customer 
pays his bill in cash, six extra trips to the office will be 
saved together with the added inconvenience and ex- 
pense which might be involved, 


Monthfy Payment Mm 


There ore two methods by which o customer moy pay 


on o monthly basis. Under the first method the cus- 
tomer supplies the company with his meter reading in 
the intervening months on post cards supplied by the 
company. Under the second method the company ren- 
ders a so-called budget bill in the intervening months, 
using on amount agreed upon by the customer. This 
amount would normally be fixed by the customer at 
about one-half of his overage two-month bill ond 
would/ when paid, be shown on the customer's two- 
month bill as a payment on account. 


Do Otter Utilities Use Two-Men* tHRnf? 


Both two-month billing ond post card biffing are 


used by many other gas and electric companies for the 
same reasons that they are used in the Central Hudson 
territory. In Detroit two-month bills for electric ser- 
vice have been rendered for nearly thirty years. In New 
York City ond vicinity, two-month billing for both gas 
ond electricity has been effective for several years. 
Customers in the Harlem Valley and in ond beyond the 


Catskills served by on adjacent utility company receive 
bills every two months. A survey by the electric and gas 
trade associations last year showed that over half the 
20,000,000 customers served by forty-nine companies 
which reported were then billed every two months. In 
New York State bills for utility service are mailed on 
post cards in Westchester County, Albany, Oneonta, 
Binghamton, Syracuse, and many other communities, 
large and small, which are supplied by other utility com- 
panies.

ed in accordance with rate schedules mode effective in 
the manner provided in the State Public Service Law 
and in accordance with the regulations of the State 
Public Service Commission. In Case No. 11639, March 
20, 1 946, involving electric rates in New York City, 
the Public Service Commission said — "Whether the 
savings from bi-monthly meter reading are $2,000,000, 
$5,000,000, $15,000,000, is largely beside the point. 
There is no doubt that the saving is considerable and 
that the cost of service is appreciably reduced; but the 
larger the saving, the greater is the desirability of the 
plan . . . . the company should be required, if it 
hod not offered, to read meters bi-monthly and bill 
customers bi-monthly in order that the cost of service 
might be reduced ond rates lowered. 


"The Commission has repeatedly stated that every 


utility is under obligation to provide adequate service 
at the lowest possible rates and that it should econ- 
omize wherever possible and eliminate all waste and 
unnecessary expense." 


The Public Service Commission has similarly recog- 


nized the propriety of post card billing by Issuance of an 
order on August 6, 1942, stating the conditions under 
which post cards moy be used.

essential to our customers. The company is obligated to 
make whatever expenditures are necessary to provide 
such service. It has the further obligation, however, to 
continuously study new methods and new techniques so 
that the customer may be given the benefit of any de- 
velopments which result in Tower costs or improvements 
in the quality of the service. 


The time and manner of rendering bills involve only 


the convenience of the customer and add nothing to the 
value of the service itself. We believe that our 
Customers generally prefer to pay somewhat lower 
rates for gas ond electricity ond to spend the 
saving as they wish, rather than to pay higher rates 
to cover unnecessary costs such as those involved in 
monthly and envelope billing. This view is supported by 
previous surveys of customer opinion made through in- 
terviews with a representative sample of customers in 
different communities. These surveys show that only 
approximately 3% of our customers objected to a two- 
month bill, and only a very minor percentage objected 
to post cord billing. 


We ore arranging to conduct further surveys during 


the next several months on the basis of the facts pre- 
sented in this statement.

GAS and ELECTRIC BILLS 


WHY A TWO-MONTH POST CARD BILL? 


Cost of Service Appreciably ftedtaed 


Two-month post card billing was adopted as a war 


measure to conserve paper and manpower. This obvious- 
ly resulted in a reduction in the cost of the operation. 
The saving was small, however, by comparison with 
Other increased costs of operation experienced by the 
company in common with all business and industry. In 
Spite of an overall increase in costs, the company reduc- 
ed its total charges for electric service during the war, 
and at the first of this year made a further reduction 
in anticipation of the tax relief applicable in 1946. Such 
rate reductions during the past four years aggregate 
$281 .000 DPr VPnr nnrl tnt-e !nfo ^"r'^'CtiCT: t^.C CCV 
ings due to our present billing practices. The great ma- 
jority of our customers share in this saving which 
averages $3.37 per year per customer served. This 
amount is approximately equivalent to the monthly bill 
of the average residential electric customer. 


If the expensive practice of rendering bills monthly 


ond in envelopes is restored, the customers will even- 
tually have to pay the increased cost, which we estimate 
would be $130,000 a year, or $1.55 for each customer 
served. This cost is not now included in the company's 
rates, and if incurred, must necessarily limit the ability 
of the company to further reduce its rates. 


Additional Savings to CvctMfttft 


Aside from enabling the company to reduce its rates, 


the two-month billing plan results in further savings to 
the customer. In the case where the customer pays his 
bill by mail, at least an additional forty-eight cents per 
year will be saved. This amount will include six checks 
or money orders costing ot least thirty cents and post- 
age of eighteen cents. In the cose where the customer 
pays his bill in cash, six extra trips to the office will be 
saved together with the added inconvenience and ex- 
pense which might be involved 


Monthly Payment Want 


There ore two methods by which o customer may pay 


on a monthly basis. Under the first method the cus- 
tomer supplies the company with his meter reading in 
the intervening months on post cards supplied by the 
company. Under the second method the company ren- 
ders o so-called budget bill in the intervening months, 
using on amount agreed upon by the customer. This 
amount would normally be fixed by the customer at 
about one-half of his average two-month bill ond 
would, when paid, be shown on the customer's two- 
month bill as q payment on account. 


D* Otfct? Utilities Use Twt»MMlfc 


Catskills served by on adjacent utility company receive 
bills every two months. A survey by the electric ond gas 
trade associations lost year showed that over half the 
20,000,000 customers served by forty-nine companies 
which reported were then billed every two months. In 
New York State bills for utility service are mailed on 
post cards in Westchester County, Albany, Oneonta, 
Binghamton, Syracuse, and many other communities, 
large and small, which are supplied by other utility com- 
panies.

Customers in the Harlem Valley and 'm and beyond tht 


ed in accordance with rate schedules mode effective in 
the manner provided in the State Public Service Law 
and in accordance with the regulations of the State 
Public Service Commission. In Case No. 11639, March 
20, 1946, involving electric rates in New York City, 
the Public Service Commission said—"Whether the 
savings from bi-monthly meter reading are $2,000,000, 
$5,000,000, $15,000,000, is largely beside the point. 
There is no doubt that the saving is considerable and 
that the cost of service is appreciably reduced; but the 
larger the saving, the greater is the desirability of the 
plan . . . . the company should be required, if it 
had not offered, to read meters bi-rnonthly and bill 
customers bi-monthly in order that the cost of service 
might be reduced and rates lowered. 


"The Commission has repeatedly stated that every 


utility is under obligation to provide adequate service 
at the lowest possible rates and that it should econ- 
omize wherever possible and eliminate all waste and 
unnecessary expense." 


The Public Service Commission has similarly recog- 


nized the propriety of post card billing by Issuance of an 
order on August 6, 1942, stating the conditions under 
which post cards may be used. 


Tto Public MM» ChooM 


Adequate ond dependable electric and gos service is 


essential to our customers. The company is obligated to 
make whatever expenditures ore necessary to provide 
such service. It has the further obligation, however, to 
continuously study new methods and new techniques so 
that the customer may be given the benefit of any de- 
velopments which result in lower costs or improvements 
in the quality of the service. 


The time ond manner of rendering bills involve only 


the convenience of the customer and add nothing to the 
value of the service itself. We believe that our 
customers generally prefer to pay somewhat lower 
rates for gas ond electricity and to spend the 
saving as they wish, rather than to pay higher rates 
to cover unnecessary costs such as those involved in 
monthly and envelope billing. This view is supported by 
previous surveys of customer opinion made through in- 
terviews with o representative sample of customers in 
different communities. These surveys show that only 
approximately 3% of our customers objected to a two- 
month bill, and only a very minor percentage objected 
to post card billing. 


We are arranging to conduct further surveys during 


the next several months on the basis of the facts pre- 
sented in this statement.

Washington. June 4 <£">—Chair- 


man Elmei Thomas (D-Okla) of 
the Agriculture Committee claim- 
ed 50 Senate votes for his pro- 
posal to wipe out price controls on 
all basic farm commodities. 


As the Senate Banking Commit- 


tee met for the first of its show- 
down sessions on a bill to extend 
O.P.A.'s life for a year 
beyond 


June 30. Thomas told a reporter 
an unofficial canvass by farm or- 
ganization leaders showed a ma- 
jority of the Senate against con- 
tinuing agriculture price controls. 


Thomas said once the bill is re- 


ported out to the floor he will 
press his amendment to lift the 
ceilings ft-orn cotton, corn, wheat, 
tobacco, rice, peanuts, livestock, 
milk dairy products, poultry and 
fish. 
"If all the people who say they 


are for it are here to vote for it, 
we'll carry that amendment," he 
asserted. 


Chairman Wagner (D-NY1 call- 


ed the Banking Committee togeth- 
er with the announced intention 
of seeking reversal of its previous 
decision to take price controls oil 
meat and dairy products July 1. 


Although Wagner said he 
has 


reason to believe the previous two- 
vote margin favoring such action 
will melt away. Senator Taft (R- 
Ohio) observed that he knew of 
no change in the lineup. 
Since 


the earlier vote, the administra- 
tion has lost the support of a 
proxy from the late Senator Car- 
ter Glass (D-Va).
